Editorial—The death of P. H. Macgill, of Balti- 
more, is noted, with expression of genuine sor- 
row.—The notably unjust decision by_the flour 
committee of the New York Produce Exchange, 
in the Greenbank-McCarty arbitration, is cen- 
sured.—Reference is made to Superintendent- 
Editor Murray’s “vindication” in the Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.—Shall we have a law on 
anti-adulteration of flour?—Is not the Mosaic 
law, “Thou shalt not steal,” sufficient to cover 
the actions of millers?—The Pillsbury price pre- 
diction on wheat. 

Minneapolis—The flour output last week was 
285,435 bbls against 280,285 the previous week.

GENUINE sorrow will be felt throughout the 
trade by those who were so fortunate as to 
have known Mr. P. H. Maegill of Balti- 
more, at the news of his sudden death, which 
occurred on the thirteenth, and of which 
our correspondent, Mr. Dorsey, gives par- 
ticulars elsewhere in this issue. Mr. Mac 
gill was at one time a vice-president of the 
Millers’ National Association, and as such 
was a prominent and popular figure at its 
conventions in the earlier days when an an- 
nual meeting of that organization meant the 
coming together of the most important and 
influential members of the trade. On ac- 
count of his connection with the association, 
he became personally better known to his 
fellow millers throughout the entire country 
than almost any other eastern miller. One 
could not know Mr. Macgill and fail to be 
attracted by his charm of manner, his gen- 
erosity and kindliness. His association 
with the Gambrill Manufacturing Co., own- 
ers of the historic Patapsco mills of Balti- 
more, added a lustre to his personality, 
for that concern has ever been held in high 
honor in the trade, not only because of its 
age but because it has always been conduct- 
ed ona high plane of business integrity. Mr. 
Macgill seemed a proper representative be- 
fore the milling world of the famous Pataps- 
co plant, and reflected credit upon it. He 
was a genial and lovable man. quick with 
his sympathies, generous in thought and ac- 
tion. He belon to the generation of 
millers, now unhappily fast passing over to 


the silent majority, which the younger ele- 
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ment was proud to follow and glad to look 
up to. He will be greatly missed in every 
circle wherein he moved, but by none will 
his death be more sincerely regretted than 
by those of his own trade who learned to 
know and love him, at meetings where mill- 
ers came together for mutual counsel and 
advice. The Northwestern Miller esteems 
it a privilege to have known Mr. Macgill 
and with sincere sorrow for a splendid man 
gone from us it chronicles the sad news of 
his sudden death. 


Tue Northwestern Miller has made several 
references to the notoriously unjust and un- 
fair decision made by the flour committee 
of the New York Produce Exchange which, 
acting as an arbitration committee, in the 
Greenbank-McCarty dispute, undertook to 
discipline a western mill, and threw aside 
a plain and clear-written contract in favor 
of an alleged verbal one. the terms of which 
were disputed. This gross injustice cost the 
mill $1,000, and benefited a New York flour 
firm to that extent. Shortly after our last 
comment on this decision appeared, we re- 
ceived a communication from the New 
York firm stating that our criticisms were 
unjust and that, had we read the evidence 
in the case, we would not have expressed 
ourselves in the way we did. Whereupon 
we secured a certified copy of the hearing 
before the arbitration committee and read 
it carefully,only to be more thoroughly con- 
vinced that the decision was one of the most 
unjust and one-sided which has ever come 
to our notice. 


We are aware of the difficulties in the 
way of reopening this case. We are aware 
that the gainers by the unjust award can, if 
they so desire, stand upon their legal rights 
and retain their advantuge; at the same 
time no thoroughly honorable and conscien- 
tious concern can possibly desire to profit 
by a decision which is open to criticism on 
the score of fairness, and that there exist 
excellent grounds for the charge of injustice 
and unfairness, both in the composition of 
the committee which tried the case and in 
the findings thereof, is beyond question. 
The mere fact that among the members of 
the Produce Exchange itself, a very large 
number, familiar with the case,openly ques- 
tion the justice of the verdict, should be 
sufficient to warrant the successful appellants 
in submitting the case to a new trial, either 
before the regular arbitration committee of 
the exchange or a civil court. Long noted 
for the unimpeachable character of its arbi- 
trations, the New York Produce Exchange 
owes it to itself and the trading public, 
which counts on the impartiality and strict 
justice of Froduce Exchange decisions, not 
to permit this blot on its escutcheon to stand. 
How it can proceed to remove it, failing 
the coéperation of the gainers by the ver- 
dict, we do not know, but that it should do 
so is unquestionable. The mal-odor of this 
decision will not die—unless it is killed by 
another and a fairer trial. Like Banquo’s 
ghost, it will not down. For the paltry sum 
of $1,000 no firm in New York can afford to 
disregard a request to resubmit such a case. 
If the decision already made be just it 
should be confirmed by an impartial jury; 
if it be unjust it should be reversed. 


To show how the foreign trade regards 
such decisions, we quote an unsolici let- 
ter written by William Bannister, of Cork. 
Ireland, a flour importer, to the Imperial 
mill, as follows: 

‘‘T have just read in the Northwestern 
Miller, the comments on your sale, in Sep- 
tember last, to T. E. McCarty, New York. 
I think you have been treated most unfairly, 
and, if there is no other writing behind the 
purchase note, to support McCarty’s con- 
tention, I consider the judgment of the ex- 
change scandalous, and not calculated to 
impress foreigners favorably, with the New 
York mode of settling trade disputes. ’’ 

The evidence in the case shows that there 
was no further writing behind the purchase 
note. It also discloses other significant 
facts which will. we are sure, fully justify 
the Northwestern Miller’s criticisms on this 
case. Unless something is done to clear up 
the record and make this transaction fair 
and square as such should be between repu- 
table and responsible buyers and sellers, 
the Northwestern Miller proposes to publish 
the hearing in full and thus allow the pub- 
lic to judge for itself as to the merits of the 
case. 


SUPERINTENDENT-Epirok Murkay having 
chartered a couple of columns in the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune, proceeds to 
avail himself of them by publishing a char- 
acteristically verbose vindication of himself, 
which quite defeats itself by its length and 
self-contradictory character. Doubtless the 
eminent Editor-Superintendent will be able 
to square himself with those of the people 
of Cincinnati who are ignorant of the flour 
trade and who may have the leisure to wade 
through his long-winded interview. Wheth- 
er he does or does not is of no consequence 
to us. He cannot possibly alter the verdict 
of the milling and flour trade, however, and 
we hope he will be unable to so pull the wool 
over the eyes of the honest and straightfor- 
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ward members of the Cincinnati Chamber 
of Commerce that they will refrain from 
the house-cleaning so much needed by that 
institution. The Editor-Superintendent’s 
‘*vindication’’ appears in a daily paper. 
This is significant. Some of the statements 
made therein are palpably intended to im- 
press laymen only—and he would hardly 
care to publish them even in the Adultera- 
tors’ Own—the Price Current. Of course, 
no communication from the Editor-Super- 
intendent would be genuine unless it con- 
tained a few epithets; hence we are not sur- 
rised to find that dear old term ‘‘ Bare-faced 
‘alsehood’’ again doing yeoman duty in his 
interview. ‘‘Robbers and deceivers’’ is 
Mr. Murray’s pet name for the St. Louis 
millers. ‘‘Vilifying Falsifiers’’ is his gen- 
tlemanly manner of designating the Minne- 
apolis millers and ‘‘ Bare-faced Falsehood’’ 
is the term he uses when speaking of Food 
Commissioner Raymer’s plain statement of 
his experience. Truly this is a lovely tone 
for the Superintendent of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce to take when reply- 
ing to those who do not approve of his 
methods. Very dignified, calm and judi- 
cial, indeed. Quite the sort of thing to 


emanate from the executive officer of a pre- 
sumably first-class mercantile organization. 
Hard words break no bones, and unless the 


Superintendent-Editor has something more 
effective to hurl, he only hurts his case by 
using billingsgate as a projectile. This is 
his privilege, however, and the Northwestern 
Miller has no objection to his using the 
Cincinnati press for such purposes as long 
as the local editors care to give him the 
space. 


‘*Give us a law to make us_ honest,’’ this 
is essentially the cry of those who insist 
that the only thing which can save the mill- 
ing trade from adulteration is an act of 
congress. We favor such a law if it can be 
secured. By all means, if force is neces- 
sary in order to keep one class from despoil- 
ing another, apply it. We do not, however, 
regard an act of congress as the only thing 
which can check the spread of adulteration. 
It may be the only thing which can save 
certain millers from themselves, but we are 
convinced that these are but a very insig- 
nificant part of the whole trade, and that 
the vast majority can very easily protect 
themselves and each other by simply join- 
ing the Anti-Adulteration League. As far 
as law is concerned, if that is all we need 
we have no occasion to apply to the gov- 
ernment. There is a very old law which 
was in force long before congress came in- 
to existence—a law that has been the basis 
for other laws for ages. A simple law of 
but three words. A law which was passed 
without argument or hearing. A _ law that 
did not have to be reported by the ways and 
means cominittee; did not have to pass the 
house; did not have to go to the senate, 
and was not signed by the president. 
law that is higher than state or national 
laws, and one that all countries and all peo- 
ples must respect. This law fully and com- 
pletely covers the case in hand, although it 
is not divided into sections and does not 
contain any legal terms or mystifying sen- 
tences. It is a part of the Mosaic law, and 
reads as follows: 


‘*THou shalt nut steal. *’ 


Iv millers are so far gone that they de- 
mand, as the price of their continuing in 
honest ways. that congress shall elaborate 
on this simple and direct law and make it 
still more apparent that the man who adul- 
terates is breaking it, we question very much 
their good faith in the matter. They re- 
mind us of the loafer who went about look- 
ing for work and praying he would not find 
it. While we favor the passage of the meas- 
ure now before the ways and means com- 
mittee or any other legislation designed 
specifically to stop the make and sale of 
fraud flour; we do not fur one minute con- 
tend that should it fail. the milling trade 
will be helpless to protect itself. We want 
the law not to prevent honest millers from 
adulterating, because if they are honest 
they already obey the old law we have quoted, 
but to punish the dishonest already engaged 
in making and selling fraud flour. When 
a miller tells us that if this bill does not 
pass, he wants ‘‘his hands free’’ to handle 
his business as he may see fit or as circum- 
stances may warrant and he, therefore, can- 
not join the Anti-Adulteration League and 
pledge himself to make wheat flour of noth- 
ing but wheat, we naturally conclude that 
he intends to mix corn or corn starch with 
his wheat flour if competition demands it. 
Presumably he intends to sell his product 
for what it is. He believes now that he can 
sell a corn-mixed flour, properly branded, 
in competition with adulterated flour. 
When he tries to do this and utterly fails, as 
others before him have tried and failed, he 
will, indeed he must, change his policy and 
he will then plaintively say that he has been 
‘forced to adulterate,’’ and he will blame 
congress for not keeping him honest. The 
only way to keep from adulterating is to 
positively refuse to touch an adulterant. The 
plan to mix with corn and sell the product 
as a mixed flour so branded sounds plausi- 
ble, but it won’t work because immediately 
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the mixing is acknowledged and vpen, the 
flour can only be sold at a price based on 
the price of corn and not on that of wheat. 
The competition of adulterated flour can- 
not be met with an honestly branded corn- 
inixed flour, and none know this better than 
those who have tried it and failed and now 
urge millers to stay out of the league be- 
cause it will ‘‘tie their hands. ”’ 


‘I MAKE the prediction that the average 
price of choice milling wheat will be above 
a dollar in Minneapolis for the year to 
come; and, after the rush of the first farm- 
ers’ deliveries, there will be plenty of oppor- 
tunities for every farmer in this state, who 
has genuine number one northern wheat, to 
obtain a dollar a bushel for it at his nearest 
country elevator. ’’—Prediction of Mr. Pills- 
bury, August 24th, 1897.

PATRICK HENRY MACGILL. 





{Subject of Illustration. | 


Patrick Henry Macgill. president of the 
C. A. Gambrill Mfg. Co., died suddenly 
early Thursday morning, March 10, of apo- 
plexy, at his residence, 109 West Monument 
street, Baltimore. The announcement of 
Mr. Macgill’s death was a great shock to his 
relatives and friends, to whom he had ap- 
peared on Wednesday as being in the best 
of health and spirits. He was on the floor 
of the chamber of commerce on Wednesday. 
and at his office until after 5 o’clovk of 
the same day. His death was announced at 
a general ineeting of the chamber of com- 
merce on Thursday morning by President 
J. Hume Smith, who, contrary to custom, 
but in view of the circumstances, and the 
anxiety of members for information. gave 
the facts in the case. as follows: 

‘*Mr. Macgill’s death comes upon us so 
suddenly. and is such a_ shock to all his as- 
sociates, that I ain justified in giving par- 
ticulars. Mr. Macgill was among you yes- 
terday, mingling among his business asso- 
ciates and attending to the ordinary mat- 
ters of business. He spent the evening 
with friends, and retired at his usual hour. 
apparently in customary health. At 3 o'clock 
this morning he was stricken with apoplexy. 
and before medical assistance could be se- 
cured he expired. 

Henry A. Parr, James J. Corner, George 
T. Gambrill and George C. Hilt were ap- 
pointed to represent the chamber of com- 
merce at the funeral. Like his brother, Mr. 
Macegill died very suddenly, aad another 
coincidence is the fact that they both died 
at the same age, 66. One quickly followed 
the other to the grave, and it is to be 
hoped that they are now as united as they 
were in life. Mr. Macgill was open, free. 
generous and kind-hearted, and he hada 
host of friends. He was also progressive 
and successful in business, and a staunch 
friend and admirer of the Northwestern 
Miller. He wasa well-read man and a lead- 
ing citizen of this community. His loss 
will be deeply felt in many directions. Mr. 
Maegill was born in Howard county, Mary- 
land, April 30, 1832, on the farm which has 
been in the family since 1728, and which is 
still in its possession. He came to Balti- 
more in 1849 and entered the employ of 
William Young. who was a prominent coin- 
mission merchant. In 1851, he accepted a 
position with his uncle, the late Charles A. 
Gambrill, and, in 1863, he was admitted as 
a partner, after the death of Mr. Gambrill's 
partner, Col. Charles Carroll, of Doughore- 
gan Manor. When the present corporation 
was formed, in 1881, he was elected vice- 
president, and on the death of his brother, 
Richard G. Muaegill, in 1895, he was made 
president. 

Mr. Maewill was a widower and childless, 
his wife, who died a few years ago. having 
been a daughter of the late Charles A. Gam- 
brill. He was a member of the Millers’ Na- 
tional Association, and at one time was one 
of its vice-presidents. He was a member of 
a number of business and social organiza- 
tions, among which were the Baltimore 
Chamber of Commerce, the Maryland, Uni- 
versity, Athenwuimn and Young Men’s Repub 
lican club of this city, the Catonsville 
Country club and the Union League club, 
of New York 

The C. A. Gambrill Mfg. Co., of which 
Mr. Macgill was president, owns and oper 
utes the Patapsco flour mill, which has been 
in existence since 1774, and which now has 
a daily capacity of 2,500 bbls. The com- 
pany has long controlled the local market, 
and also enjoys a large trade in the south, 
New England, Europe. Africa and South 
America. The surviving officers of the 
company are: Charles C. Maeygill, vice- 
president; Richard G. Macgill, Jr., secre 
tary; Albert Gambrill, treasurer. Mr. Mac- 
gill’s funeral took place Saturday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, from his late residence, and 
was largely attended by prominent citizens 
of Baltianore. Cuarves H. Dorsey. 





Bradstreets’ reported the exports of wheat 
and flour from both coasts last week at 
4,485,000 bus, against 3,252,000 for the pre- 
vious week, and 1,599,000 for the correspond- 
ing week last year. 
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The mills last week 
increased their output 
5,000 bbls, turning out 
a total of 285,435, 
against 280,285 the pre- 
ceding week. They are 
running strongly again 
this week,to get out as 
much flour as possible 
before freights ad- 
vance next Monday. 
There were 19 mills in operation today 
(Tuesday), and they were grinding at the 
rate of about 47,000 bbls per 24 hours. There- 
fore. not far from the same quantity of flour 
is likely to be made this week as for the 
week ended March 12. Excessive dullness 
was again the ruling feature of the flour 
market last week. Sales of Minneapolis 
mills proper approximated 145,000 bbls, 
against 170,000 the week before. Buyers in 
all markets appeared tu have no faith in 
present prices, and were content to place 
orders for as little new flour as possible. 
In fact, some having cheap flour to their 
credit on millers’ books could hardly be in- 
duced to take it. Foreign trade was very 
flat. While one concern is understood to 
have nade moderate sales of patent and 
clear early in the week, the price accepted 
inust have been a good deal below cost. 
When importers condescend to make bids, 
they are often 1s 6d@2s below cost in quo- 
tations tendered. The most exceptional 
feature about the situation is that clear is a 
drug—about as much so as patent. Mill 
men old in the business say they have never 
known a time when this grade was so near- 
ly unsalable as at present. To move any, 
it has been necessary to accept prices whol- 
ly out of keeping with what this flour should 
command. One theory for the absence of 
a foreign demand is that Kansas flour is un- 
derselling and supplanting the northwestern 
article. It is a frequent remark heard that 
at about 30s for patent, c. i. f., London, 
and 25s for first clear. the foreigners will 
take hold, but at higher values they are 
wholly indifferent. Prices at Minneapolis 
are a point lower than a week ago. Natur- 
ally, with an advance in freights of 1&8c per 
bbl after Monday next, some domestic buy- 
ers are ordering out more flour on old sales, 
but fresh sales do not appear to be in- 
creased to any perceptible extent.

with Russia and other nations. 
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Last week, clear flour of the different 
grades was extremely dull, with country 
mills in particular pressing stuff they 
wished to move. Local mills also had clear 
to offer, though not pressing sales at so low 
prices. Even the fancy quality, of which 
much less is made than of the ordinary 
grade of first clear, dra badly. Some 
first was sold as low as $3.40 per bbl, in jute, 
Minneapolis, and some at $3.95 f. o. b. New 
York. e surplus of this grade, however, 
has now apparently been moved and prices 
are held somewhat.firmer. A good quality 
of first clear, for instance, is held at $4 per 
bbl, jute, in New York, or at $8.55@3.60 in 
Minneapolis. Second clear and low-grade 
are still freely offered and are to be had at 
about old prices. 

The money market is regarded as stronger, 
rates on call being most affected in this di- 
rection. New York is very much stronger, 
while Chicago shows a similar tendency. 
More is being done at Minneapolis in grain 
paper, as some of it is being changed from 
one bank to another to get the best rates 
available. For strong paper, rates at Chi- 
cago are on the basis of about 344 per cent 
for call, and 4 per cent for time. The at- 
tached quotations will give an idea as to 
the basis on which money can be had:

Local money is abnormally 
easy, With banks asking 344@8 per cent, accord- 
ing to quality of paper. 

lt is a common feeling among millers 
that if the proposed advance in freights of 
Ike per bbl, scheduled to take effect March 
21, is maintained, it will result in a mate- 
rial part of the milling capacity in the north- 
west being forced into idleness. With rates 
as they are at present, flour is practically 
unsalable, and the mills are run strongly 
mainly to fillold orders and to get out as 
much flour as possible before the higher 
rates go into effect. Were it not for the in- 
centive of low rates, considerable capacity 
might be idle at the present time. The 
higher rates proposed would especially affect 
export trade, as on the present basis of 2lc 
to New York, the mills are unable to do 
business, as the foreigners deem prices of 
flour 1@2s too high. 'o add 18c per bbl to 
the current cost of 42c, involved in trans- 
porting a barrel of flour to New York, would 
so increase the barrier to trade that there 
would be little hope of doing much in for- 
eign markets. Of course, relatively lower 
rates through to foreign ports might (be 
made than this 18¢ would represent, but it 
could hardly be hoped that anything like the 
full 1Xe could be equalized. It is possible 
that were the mills to shut. down to any ex- 
tent, wheat might be affected by the lack of 
demand and be forced to a lower level of 
value, the higher rates in this way being 
partially offset. 

CEREALS AND FEED. 


Those having buckwheat flour on hand 

have made desperate efforts to close it out, 
and all sorts of prices have been made to 
move it. Consequently, the market of late 
has been quite unsettled. 
_ Rolled oats are unchanged, $3.40 per bbl 
in wood being the common price asked in 
the twin cities. While there are intima- 
tious that purchases could be made at a low- 
“a p ice,there is no certainty that such could 
ye done. 

Cereal millers report the demand for 
ground feed as falling off, and also that 
coruineal is not selling very well. Rye 
flour is likewise a trifle slow. Therefore, 
the cereal mills are getting a tasteof a more 
quiet market, though up to this time having 
suficient old orders to keep them go‘ng at 
a pretty good pace.

Minneapolis Grain Markets. 





Cash wheat in Minneapolis has lost a quar- 
ter of a cent during the week ended today 
(Monday). During the same time, May 
wheat has lost about lc. July wheat in 
Chicago has shown a decline of 3c and May 
in that market a net decline of %c. Fine 
crop prospects in the winter wheat country, 
and the larger run of receipts in the north- 
west, have tended to give the bears confi- 
dence, and they have sold very liberally of 
the July wheat in Chicago, while the Leiter 
people have persistently bid $1.04 for May 
wheat, and during the last few days of the 
week, they have held the market at that fig- 
ure, without attempting to check the decline 
in July. Minneapolis May wheat started 
out to follow the Chicago July and declined 
with it until a point was reached about 10c 
under Chicago May. At that point, traders 
here awakened to the fact that there was no 
special reason for selling our May down, 
with Chicago July, and on an attempt to 
cover short sales, with a little help from the 
outside, our May started up and advanced 
1c today, without considering the market 
i Chicago July, which continued to de- 
cline. 

Our cash wheat has not followed either our 


May or the Chicago July. There has been 
a very good demand all the week for the 
better grades, notwithstanding the large re- 
ceipts. Chicago interests have been active 
buyers of the choice qualities of No. 1 north- 
ern, at very high premiums. Quotations on 
these qualities have been very irregular, 
prices pe | been altogether controlled by 
the ideas of the holders. Today, at the 
close, when regular No. 1 northern was 
quoted at 98c, buyers of the choice qualities 
were anxious to get supplies at $1.0034. 

There seems not to be a very enthusiastic 
demand abroad, excepting to supply cur- 
rent demands for immediate consumption. 
The larger expectations from India, with 
the larger amount put afloat eee cre- 
ated a feeling that there is a possibility of 
more offerings, at the late high prices, than 
would be taken, and that prices might, in 
consequence, decline somewhat. In the 
Uni Kingdom the trade papers are in- 
clined to accept the late reports of Mr. 
Snow, of the Orange Judd Farmer, as cor- 
rect ; that there remained in farmers’ hands, 
March 1, 157,000,000 bus of wheat. To that, 
they add 70,000,000 for the stored stock in 
America, altogether leaving total reserves, 
on farm and in commercial channels, 227,- 
000,000. They allow us for consumption in 
four months, 110,000,000, and. for seed for 
spring sowing, 20,000,000, leaving for four 
months export 50,000,000, with a reserve to 
carry over in this country, in all positions, 
of above 40,000,000. These calculations are, 
it is very likely, too large for our reserve, 
and it is doubtful whether the 50,000,000 
for export, from March 1 to June 30, will 
be forthcoming. It is not to be expected 
that the surplus on hand July 1, will be 
drawn down below the 40,000.000, for that 
would be a very small quantity, to be held 
in both the visible and the invisible stocks. 
There is no disguising the fact that Ameri- 
ean stocks, and in fact the stocks of the 
whole world, will be drawn down to an unu- 
sually low amount, when the new crops of 
North America and Europe are brought in- 
to the market. 

There has been more or less of recent 
complaint of the prospect of the winter 
wheat plant of this country lately. It is 
still too early, however, to presume with 
any confidence as to what the spring may 
show in winter wheat conditions, but better 
than an average prospect is hardly to be ex- 
pected. In most parts of Europe the crop 
outlook is still reported to be quite satisfac- 
tory. Frosts are said to have done some 
damage in Russia, although it would appear 
from the comparative freedom of Russian 
shipments, this spring, that crops can hard- 
ly be supposed to be in serious condition. 
It is to considered, however, that port 
stocks in Russia are very much lower than a 
year ago, and in Odessa there is only about 
half as much now asin 1897. The people 
in France seem to be satisfied with pros- 
pects for the crop now on the ground, al- 
though there are some complaints of the 
great growth of weeds in many parts. 

The demand for corn has been steady with 
fair receipts, No. 3 closed about 2744 @27'¢e, 
and No. 4, 27@2744c. No. 3 yellow brought 
27%{@28c. The demand for oats was slow, 
with fair arrivals. Sales were at 264@a 
264¢¢ for No. 3 white, and 26@2644c for No 3. 
Rye moved well at 46%4c for No. 2. The 
market for feed barley was steady at about 
32c. Little was done in choice brewing 
stock.

Everett, Aughenbaugh & Co., Waesca, 
Minn: ‘‘The wheat acreage in Waseca 
county this year will be some larger than 
last year. The ground is now in perfect 
condition for seeding, and operations in 
that line will begin by the middle of next 
week, and unless we have seasonable weath- 
er, the seed will all be in the ground by 
April 1.”’ 

Albert Lea (Minn.) Milling Co: ‘There 
is nothing new that we know of in the flour 
situation. We have nothing to offer in any 
grade for export at present. There is very 
little wheat coming in now, and there is 
but little left in farmers’ hands to be mar- 
keted. There will be a larger acreage seed- 
ed to wheat this spring in this vicinity than 
for a good many years.’ 

North Dakota Millers’ Association, Min- 
neapolis: ‘‘Our sales so far this month 
have been better than at any time since the 
close of lake navigation—mostly domestic. 
We are in the market, however. with all 
grades of flour. Have plenty of No. 1 hard 
wheat in our elevators to take care of our 
trade, and think we are making the best 
flour on this crop we have ever turned out. 
The wheat acreage seeded this spring will 
undoubtedly be large, stimulated by the 
high prices. ”’ 

H. ©. Ervin, manager George Tileston 
Milling Co., St. Cloud, Minn: ‘‘Have 
found markets, domestic and export, very 
dull for the past two weeks. Your conun- 
drum, ‘What is the difficulty with export 
business?’ is too tough a nut for us to crack. 
The main difficulty seems to be represented 
by a difference of about 1s 6d between cost 
of production and export offers. We be- 
lieve the wheat acreage in this vicinity will 
be increased by at least 10 per cent above 
last season. ”’ 

KF. ©. Yeats, manager Canby ( Minn.) 
Roller mill: ‘‘Although we have a good 
stock of wheat on hand, the receipts from 
farmers are light, the supply being down to 
the point where they want to see their seed 
ineasured out before selling more. Should 
say the wheat acreage will be about the 
same here as last year, with some increase 
in flax. The flour trade has been better 
with us recently, and we are putting out a 
little more than production, decreasing our 
stock. We are not exporting.”’ 

Sackett & Fay, St. Peter, Minn: ‘‘We 
tind it almost impossible to get satisfac- 
tory prices for flour; buyers do not want to 
pay the advance in wheat. We are running 
on old orders and have enough of them to 
keep going two weeks, but find it very hard 
to get shipping directions, even on orders 
booked at 20@30c per bbl less than present 
prices. Most of the wheat in our section 
has been marketed, and we look for very 
light receipts from now until the new 
crop. The acreage for the new crop will be 
considerably larger than last year.’’ 

W. H. Ketzeback & Co., Mapleton, Minn: 
‘*There is nothing new in the milling line; 
everything seems to be dull. We worked 
off two cars of clear for export the other day 
at unsatisfactory prices; were filled up and 
had to have the room. Domestic trade is 
very quiet. Dealers are afraid to buy to 
any extent; they are looking for lower 
prices. Wheat is mostly out of farmers’ 
hands, and it looks as though country mill- 
ers would have a good chance to whistle 
before new wheat comes in; no seeding 
done yet. 

W. L. Harvey, New Prague ( Minn. ) Flour- 
ing Mill Co: ‘‘The only feature we find 
worthy of note in the flour market is its ex- 
treme dullness. What little we sold last 
week was in single carlots to regular cus- 
tomers, who can be depended on to take 
about so much of our output regularly. We 
have been unable to work anything for ex- 
port, either of patent or clear. The amount 
of wheat in farmers’ hands is very small,we 
think, but we have anticipated our require- 
ments for the balance of the crop, and ex- 
pect to be able to run full time. *’ 

J. R. Carli, Staples Roller mill, Still- 
water, Minn: ‘‘There seems to be no new 
feature to the flour trade. We are running 
nights and days and Sundays to get out all 
we can before the advance in freight, prom- 
ised March 21. The only grade we can find 
good sale for in export is first clear. Offers 
this week are 6d lower than our last sale. 
Wheat deliveries by farmers continue good, 
and we are getting about all we need to 
grind. From all I can hear, there will be 
a much larger acreage sown to wheat this 
spring than last year. A few farmers will 
try to put in some wheat next week.’ 

Commercial Milling Co., Detroit, Mich: 
‘*Trade in buckwheat flour has been larger 
this year than ever before. Quotations here 
today (March 9) are: Pure rye flour, sacks,

But foreign markets, as a rule are still be- 
low cost of production. Have no difficulty 
in obtaining plenty of wheat, but it is 
we a task to find a market anywhere in 
world that will take the flour at cost or 
better. Too early yet to glean any reliable 
information as to probable acreage to be 
, other than the fact that present high 
prices for wheat will stimulate farmers to 
sow as great a quantity as possible.’’ 

G. M. Palmer, Hubbard Milling Co., 
Mankato, Minn: ‘‘We are unable to re- 
port any new features in the flour trade. 
We are selling some flour all the time, but 
the general situation is dull—extremely so. 
Buyers seem to have little confidence in the 
ability of the bull crowd at Chicago to 
maintain present prices, and are not buying 
a barrel of flour until they have immediate 
use for it. The receipts of wheat in this 
section are practically nothing, as everyone 
is prepari for ing, which will com- 
mence within a few days, if there is no 
change in the weather. We look for a larger 
acreage of wheat than usual.’’ 

B. B. Sheffield, Sheffield Milling Co., Fari- 
bault, Minn: ‘‘We are running steadily 
on old orders, but new business was very 
slack last week. We are fairly well sold 
ahead on patent, but would sell some clea: 
very close to move it. We are not worry- 
ing about the wheat supply; there will be 
plenty to carry us through. We believe, how 
ever, that wheat values will be fairly we!! 
maintained for the remainder of the crop 
and throughout next season. There wil! 
be many empty bins to fill next September. 
The increase of acreage in the northwesi 
promises to be 15 per cent, if the promise 
of early spring is maintained. The in 
crease in this immediate section will be 
fully 20 per cent.’’ 

F. L. Greenleaf, manager Florence Mil! 
Co., Minneapolis: ‘‘Trade continues ver; 
dull with us, and we are unable to get ship 
ping instructions as fast as we wish on flow: 
sold at much lower than present prices. We 
have sold some first clear for export, but 
offers on patent have been about 2s below 
cost. The break in wheat today (Friday) 
will help us some in export trade if freight 
rates are not advanced; if they are advanced 
to 30c per 100 Ibs to New York, as proposed, 
we expect mills will be obliged to shut down 
part of their capacity, until the opening of 
navigation. The supply of wheat shows no 
sign of being exhausted, and receipts in this 
market are very large for this season of the 
year. We look for an increased acreage to 
be seeded to wheat, and believe prices will 
rule high for another year, but not so high 
as during the manipulation of the past six 
months. ’’ 

C. E. French, of L. Christian &Co., Min 
neapolis, March 12: ‘‘The dullness in flour 
that we have referred to for the past two 
weeks continues, and we have sold less than 
our output. Foreign markets seem to be 
independent of us, and continue their in 
difference to our offers; no business wit) 
them is possible at present prices. Domes 
tic freights will advance March 21 from the 
present rate of 42@€@60c per bbl, all rail, to 
New York. It looks now as if this will re- 
sult in shutting down a large per cent of the 
milling capacity here, if this tariff is main- 
tained. We have had a fair break in 
wheat and with the low freights, we 
have made tempting offers to our buy 
ers, but without doing business. We 
think they will pay higher prices afte) 
next week, as this is a good break to try on; 
especially if Mr. Leiter still retains his hol: 1 
on May wheat. His interests are the only 
bull factors visible now; he should not be 
overlooked in estimating the course of th 
market for the next 30 days.’’

The flour production for six months by 
local mills, ended Feb. 28, was 1,449,985 
bbls, compared with 1,472,620 a year ago, 
1,953, 645 two F ege ago and 1,468,725 three 
years ago. e direct export shipments for 
six months were 516,210 bbls, compared 
with 511,325 a year ago, 667,100 two years 
ago and 407,775 three years ago. 

The tug companies, which operate in the 
Duluth-Superior harbor, are preparing their 
fleets for the business of 1898. The ice- 
breaking tug, Record, will go into cominis- 
sion about March 20. It is understood that 
there is no prospect of agreement between 
tug men as to rates this year. Each of the 
companies has made as many contracts as 
possible. It is said that last year’s prices 
have been quoted by the tug companies this 
year. Last season the companies made no 
money, and the prospect for another un- 
profitable year is said to be good.

Millers through this 
section are finding bus- 
iness no more satisfac- 
tory than are the larger 
mwnills in the big mill- 
ing centers. ere is 
no eastern and foreign 
trade to speak of, and 
the local business has 
shown material falling 
off. Feed is in fair 
demand, but the flour production is so cur- 
tailed that only a limited amount of offal 
is placed on the market. In the southerly 
portions of this section farmers are begin- 
ning to get into shape for spring seeding, 
but farther north there is little preparation 
for seeding as yet. An effort will be made 
to put the very best wheat in the ground 
that can be obtained, with a view of im- 
proving the quality of the crop. Mills are 
making a small amount of flour and could 
run much more if flour markets would war- 
rant it. 

Railroad Commissioner Lafollette, of 
South Dakota, has expressed the opinion 
that the recent decision of the United States 
supreme court in the Nebraska railroad rate 
cases might result in the suspension of fur- 
ther prosecution of the South Dakota cases, 
as the questions involved are the same. The 
South kota cases have been in the United 
States court for six months, the object being 
to secure lower freight and passenger rates 
from the railroads. North Dakota is like- 
wise making a similar attempt for lower 
rates. 

J. W. Kelley & Son, Huron, S. D: ‘‘We 
find business rather quiet, and profits on 
sales hard to make. We are running half 
time, and could do quite a business if it 
were possible to get —_ h = at or near 
market value. hose o have wheat to 
offer, hold it at high ot ices without any re- 
gard to grade.’ 

W. E. Metzger, Harvey, N. D: ‘‘No mill 
will be built here this year. but we look for- 
ward to possessing one in time, as the loca- 
tion is a good one.”’ 

A northwestern miller said: ‘‘I have not 
now a word to say for publication. I want to 
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get out of this neck of woods and learn the 
mifing business. I know the price of wheat, 

I used to think I knew something about 
= cost of manufacture of a barrel of flour, 
but I must have been in error, or some one 
else is, for I would like to see a miller who 
can buy wheat at above a dollar per bushel 
in Minneapolis. and make flour from 
it profitably at the prices which are 
being paid for a large amount of the 
product in the eastern markets. The 
country about here is well cleaned out 
of wheat, and after seeding I think it 
will be just about exhausted. I am hoping 
for an early spring, and we should have it, 
as the evan’ is nearly bare of snow and 
the weather has been warn enough to re- 
duce the amount a little daily.’ 

A. ©. Johnson, traveling auditor for ele- 
vator companies having houses in South Da- 
kota, and who is regarded as exceptionally 
reliable, is quoted as follows regarding the 

outlook in that state for the coming season : 
‘*Under any and all circumstances we are 
sure to have an early spring as the ground 
is in the right condition. In nearly all 
parts of the state, farmers have been prepar- 
ing their land during the past two weeks, 
and in some localities seeding has been 
done. The acreage throughout the state 
will be much larger than it has ever been 
in any previous year. Experience has shown 
that wheat sown early is generally the best. ”’

The flour mills are running slowly, with 
no disposition to shut down, yet the orders 
do not equal the output, and flour is being 
put into store. There is no question that 
railroads are discriminating against mills 
here in freight rates, and some evidence has 
been obtained that will, no doubt, be brought 
to the proper authorities, showing the unjust 
position taken by some of the roads. Active 
measures will be taken to put a stop to such 
practices. With fair rates, there is no 
reason Why this point is not one of the best 
for milling either spring or winter wheat, 
but lately such rates have not been made. 
The unsettled condition of the wheat market 
has had something to do with the slowness 
of trade, but that affects all, and will quickly 
regulate itself as soon as different conditions 
exist. All are hoping for a change, and 
waiting patiently to take all the advantage 
of it when it comes. 

The stock of wheat in elevators here has 
been worked down to almost nothing, and 
from now on supplies will have to be shipped 
in. Receipts of spring wheat were fair the 
past week, and will no doubt be larger from 
now on. State wheat receipts are small, the 
roads are bad, and farmers are drawing lit- 
tle or nothing in. While the price offered 
is large compared with a year ago, they 
show little disposition to sell, as they look 
for the dollar mark, and don’t care to sell 
for less at present. 

Sales of a wheat flour have been slow. 
Millers complain that buyers are not order- 
ing out purchases made when flour was even 
lower than at present. Feed keeps in good 
demand, both bran and middlings, with all 
the mills being well sold ahead. The water 
power is still of the best, and that is one of 
the reasons for the mills keeping so steadily 
in motion. Ruling prices of flour are today 
in car lots, f. o. b. cars: Best patent, $5.25 
(5.35; second patent, $5.15@5.25; straight, 
$55. 20; clear, $4.25@ 4.35 ; -low- grade, $2.25 
@2.50; winter patent, $50 5.10; straight, 
$4.40 4.50; clear, $4.25@4.40; low-grade, 
$2.75@3 ; sacked bran, $13.50@ 14; middlings, 
$14@ 14.50. Prices on flour are based upon 
barrel packages, the usual deduction in 
paper and cotton sacks.

H. H. King & Co., Minneapolis: ‘‘The 
least said about the flour trade at the pres- 
ent time, the better. We are still at work 
at the old stand and that is about all. No 
reasonable demand from anywhere,either at 
home or abroad, but we still have a little 
patience and smoking tobacco left, ’’ 
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| The milling business 
at} Indianapolis does 
not show any material 
change. It is difficult 
to make sales of flour 
at a profit, on the basis 
of the present price of 
wheat. Local prices 
for wheat are invaria- 
bly out of line with all 
markets. Owing large- 
ly to the very light running of the mills, 
millfeed is commanding a good price. 
Millers are scarcely able to furnish feed, 
even at the highest quotations. Generally 
speaking, millers through this section are 
holding light stocks of wheat and are not 
inclined to buy on the present market ex- 
cept as they: are obliged to take it from 
farmers. Take it all in all, it is a waiting 
game, and there can be little business done 
until there is a decided change. The grow- 
ing wheat plant, generally speaking, is 
looking well. From certain sections there 
are reports of damage, but no more than 
usual at this season. The mills of this city 
turned out during the week ending tonight, 
2.150 bbls of flour. Stocks of wheat report- 
ed today amount to 59,756 bus, an increase 
of 8,388.

Arthur Gillet, of the Acme Milling Co: 
‘*There has been little change in conditions 
since our last report. The foreign demand 
for flour is slack and the domestic likewise. 
We have booked a few orders, and so are ar- 
ranging to run next week. The wheat 
movement continues light and prices are, 
as a rule, above a basis that will allow profit 
to the miller. Reports from wheat fields 
vary with the locality; in our own and sev- 
eral of the neighboring counties we hear 
many complaints, but from other sections 
of the territory from which we usually draw 
supplies, we are receiving more satisfactory 
reports. ** 

Blanton Milling Co: ‘‘Trade has been 
quiet with us the past week. We succeeded 
in working one small lot for export, which, 
with a few domestic orders, has kept us 
moving in the day time this week. As we 
are very nearly up with our orders, it looks 
as if we would have a period of enforced 
idleness, as the flour buyers will not take 
hold freely at prices that will let us out at 
cost. The demand for feed continues at 
full prices. Only small lots of wheat have 
been offered this week, and as the country 
mills will pay higher prices than Indianap- 
olis mills, we have, therefore, not received 
sufficient wheat to keep up our stock.’’

Blish Milllng Co., Seymour: ‘‘We are 
running only half time, and this is really all 
we can expect to do in these times of dull 
milling. We are doing nothing for export, 
and very little in any other market than the 
southeast. Wheat receipts have been liber- 
al, and feed continues to go at full prices. ”’ 

R. P. Moore Milling Co., Princeton: 
‘We do not like to talk about the milling 
business at present, for it is not a pleasant 
subject. Nothing but hard work to get a 
few orders, and no profit in them. Receipts 
of wheat have been quite liberal for the past 
two or three weeks. We have been getting 
more wheat than at any time since harvest. 
We have the wheat in the elevator ; not much 
use for it in making flour. The demand 
for feed is excellent at good prices, if we 
had it to sell. Growing wheat is in fair 
condition, although it got a very late start 
last fall. Weather has been very favorable 
for it on the whole through the winter. 
Winter wheat straight is selling in New 
York market within a few cents per barrel of 
the price it takes to produce it here, from 
pure wheat, and this is certainly discourag- 
ing. Foreign bids would about give us our 
money back, if we didn’t have to pay any 
freight. *’ 

Terre Haute letter: ‘‘None of the Terre 
Haute mills have been doing anything this 
week with the exception of the Imperial 
mill of W. L. Kidder & Son, which has 
been running day only. Sales from this 
mill have exceeded the output this week. 
Farmers deliveries of wheat have been very 
liberal, as this mill is so situated that it de- 
mands a very large wagon wheat trade. 
Flour has been in splendid demand at satis- 
factory prices, which is the best thing of 
all. Feed has been going out at advanced 
prices. ’’ 

Kauffman Milling Co., Mt. Vernon: ‘* Re- 
ports concerning the growing wheat in this 
section are very favorable. Farmers are 
beginning to loosen up on their wheat, and 
receipts are improving. Stocks of flour in 
the south are down to a minimum, and buy- 
ers are showing more of a disposition to 
supply immediate wants. Flour prices, 
however, ure rather unsatisfactory. This 
week we have had some export orders, but 
at unremunerative prices. Foreign as well 
as domestic buyers appear to be indisposed 
to buy beyond their immediate wants at 
present.’ 

Lawrenceburg Roller Mills Co., Lawrence- 
burg: ‘*‘To say that we are discouraged 
would be but a mild way of expressing our 
sentiments as regards business at the pres- 
ent time. Our mill was in operation all of 
last week, and a couple of days this week, 
but the wheels are at a standstill now. As 
to how long we will remain down, we can 
not say. Present indications are that we 
will not run again this month. It has never 
been our misfortune to experience such an 
unsatisfactory condition of affairs. We have 
to expect quite a falling off in sales at this 
season of the year, but when they drop off 
entirely, it would seem that there is some- 
thing radically wrong in Denmark, or some- 
where else. Wheat and flour prices are 
still away out of line and the miller 
who is buying wheat in this section 
today, and paying up to the market for it, 
is playing a losing game, no matter what 
they tell you. By recognizing the full ad- 
vance in wheat, we could buy oceans of it, 
but would it not be foolishness on our part 
to do anything like this when it is an utter 
impossibility to sell flour at relatively higher 
values? Occasionally we hear of slightly 
damaging reports relative to the growing 
crop in this section, but we do not give 
much credence to reports of this character, 
for, on the whole, indications are that the 
crop will show up better this season than 
for some time past. 

McDaniel & Pittman Co., Franklin: ‘‘We 
are very much pleased to see that the matter 
of adulteration of flour is becoming a very 
serious matter to those millers who have 
been engaged in this nefarious business. 
We hope the campaign against dishonesty 
in this line will not be abandoned until 
there is no such thing known as adulterated 
flour. All honor to the Northwestern Miller 
for the very able manner it is now pursuing 
in bringing these rascally millers to justice. 
Our mill is running steadily six days in 
each week, with all products sold as fast as 
made. Receipts of wheat are light, but 
sufficient to supply our wants. The growing 
wheat has improved wonderfully during the 
last few days. We are now having some 
nice warm weather, with an occasional 
spring shower, which makes it very hard on 
the professional crop killer. ’’ 


Goshen Milling Cy ames: ‘*The weath- 

r has been wet and disagreeable the past 
ven, and the roads simply horrid. Our re- 
cei pts of wagon wheat have been quite light. 
The farmers in this vicinity are carrying 
dollar wheat, but we think they will have to 
take less for it. The demand for flour is 
very unsatisfactory. The trouble undoubt- 
edly is that too many mills are consigning. 
The export trade is a shade better than the 
domestic, but neither of them are anything 
to brag of. We are running our mill in the 
day time only, ang oes our surplus 
wheat to Chicago. hy us much better 
to do this than to grind it. Our local trade 
for both flour and feed is quite brisk. We 
have no surplus of the latter to ship east, 
and but little of the former. We have lots 


of water going to waste now and of course , 


are not compelled to use steam.’ 

Phoenix Flour Mill, Evansville: ‘‘ Milling 
business drags along in about the usual 
way; all mills running, but most of them 
day time only. They are selling their out- 
put, although all complain of unsatisfactory 
prices. The flour buyers seem to have the 
bull by the horns and can pull him any way 
to suit their wishes. Farmers in this sec- 
tion are taking advantage of the spring 
weather and have commenced preparing 
ground for corn and oats, and this is hav- 
ing its effect on wheat receipts, which are 
growing less daily, and all mills are draw- 
ing heavily on the accumulations ( provided 
they have any). Bran continues in good 
demand, while middlings or shorts are rath- 
er dull and slow sale.’’ 

Loughry Bros., Monticello: ‘‘We have 
been doing a fair business on domestic and 
some foreign trade. There are plenty of 
others who were anxious to secure the do- 
mestic business at less figures than we 
booked ours for. We have secured more or- 
ders this week for both domestic and _ for- 
eign trade. The demand for feed is great- 
er than we can supply. We have a gooc 
stock of wheat on hand. Farmers are gen- 
erally willing to part with their holdings at 
oe, but at this writing, weather and roads 

have — all hauling. The wheat plant 
is in gc condition. *’

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: ‘‘We 
find the inilling business dull this week, and 
we have run only part time. Local receipts of 
wheat are small, farmers pre ring for 
spring work. Locally, flour Gale is fairly 
good, and we have shipped out several or- 
ders this week. Export bids are at cost and 
below; consequently we have not been able 
to work any flour for export during the past 
two weeks. Wheat is higher in this coun- 
try, and on the other side prices are weak 

and a shade lower on flour. This is a con- 
dition that we can hardly understand, and 
we shall be obliged to wait until the mar- 
ket adjusts itself, as present prices are too 
low to admit of profit. Our growing wheat 
looks very fine.’ 

KENTUCKY. 

Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘We have bad 
nearly a week of bright weather, and it has 
started the wheat to growing, and is mak- 
ing the farmers uneasy about getting rid of 
what they are holding. It also has the 
effect of making flour buyers very cautious 
about overloading themselves with high- 
priced flour. As a consequence, the demand 
for flour has been slower this week, and it 
has required more pushing to sell the out- 
put of the mill. Our sales during the past 
week have been to the domestic trade en- 
tirely, and it has been impossible for us to 
put through any export business.’ 

Joseph Le Compte, Lexington Roller 
Mills, Lexington: ‘‘On March 10, we had a 
meeting of our local association and had a 
very good attendance. The following mill- 
ers were present; J. H. Baughman, Stan- 
ford; John I. Logan, Shelbyville; J. D. 
Guthrie, Shelbyville; Edward Gill, Salvisa ; 
Mr. Williams, Lawrenceburg; Mr. Riggs, 
Cynthiana; Mr. Moore, Payne’s Depot; Mr. 
McEldowney, Winchester; Mr. Johnson, 
Sadieville; Mr. Weisenberger, Payne’s 
pot ; George Spillman, Danville; Mr. Wolfe, 
Georgetown; Mr. Boston, Sharpsburg; Mr.

The local mills 
are running quite strong on the few orders 
booked of late. The only redeeming fea- 
inve is the very firm price of feed, bran 
bringing $11.75 bulk at the mill door. 

The inland freight situation is a problem 
toshippers and millers. There is no trouble 
in securing 5c off of tariff to seaboard points, 
and a few cents off to certain tolnad mar- 
While cut rates are named to many, 
inillers generally think that some other 
iniller is getting better, and hence the un- 
sutisfaetory feeling all around as to the cost 
of transportation has unfavorable effect on 
the cost of flour. Then there is a rumor 
current that Minneapolis-Chicago rates will 
advance March 21, which will add to the 
cost of Minneapolis flour in this market. 
With these troubles come the failure of sev- 
eral local concerns, such as small grocers, 
who carry a nominal stock of flour, and 
whose accounts are pow lost. It is claimed 
there have been more failures the past few 
days. where the larger millers have met with 
losses, than for some time. 

Exporters claim they are still in business, 
and hope some day to resume their old-time 
transactions with their distant connections, 
but at the present very little is being done.

NEWS NOTES. 

The Edward P. Allis Co. reports a con- 
siderable activity in the milling machinery 
trade. Orders are coming in freely and the 
works are running to their fullest capacity. 
In other lines, especially for electric power 
plants, the company bas been compelled to 
turn away orders from inability to fill them 
within the time required. Orders for ma 
chinery have been received in the past few 
weeks from Dublin.

pose of carrying out the large contracts it 
has undertaken, and its resources are still 
inadequate to meet the increasing demand. 

The Hess Milling Co.. of Green Bay, is 
running night and day to take care of the 
large quantities of wheat that are being re- 
ceived.

Milwaukee, March 12. 
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The flour market here 
is in about the same 
condition as for a 
month past. trade, as a 
rule, being confined to 
limited sales of hard 
and spring flour, and 
mixtures of spring and 
hard. Foreign trade 
was generally unsatis- 
factory, as offers were 
below what millers could see profit in, but 
the tone of this market was not badly out of 
line, and, as a result. there was constantly a 
little business being done, many of the 
country mills finding markets for small lots ; 
also, some demand for hard flour, but, in 
the main, business was light, with a proba- 
bility of a continuance of this condition. 
The domestic trade was south and of regular 
proportions, but not, as a rule, profita- 
ble, except in mixed flour.

CARLINVILLE CONTRACT LET. 

The contract to build the new mill of 
1,000-bbl capacity at Carlinville, Ill., for 
the St. Louis Milling Co., was let at noon, 
Friday, March 11. Nordyke & Marmon se- 
cured the contract to build the plant. The 
cleaners will be furnished by the Richmond 
Mfg. Co., Lockport, N. Y., the dust collect- 
ors by the Prinz & Rau Mfg. Co., Milwau- 
kee, Wis., and the flour packers, etc, by 
Barnard & Leas, Moline, lll. There were 
quite a number of millbuilders and ma- 
chinery representatives present at the time 
of the letting of the contract. The founda- 
tion for the structure is now col plete, and 
the material for the building is all at hand 
and the building will be pushed. Nordyke 
& Marmon will have the contract completed 
in ample time to commence operations im- 
mediately on the new crop. Capt. George 
Baker and D. J. Hayes have spent much 
time in perfecting the plans for the new 
mill, and they believe they will have the 
most modern and best-equipped plant in the 
state. The contracts for the corn mill, 
which will also be erected by the St. Louis 
company, have not been let. 

MILLEKS” MEETING. 


A meeting of the millers was held in the 
Merchants’ Exchange, Wednesday, to get a 
report on the condition of the movement 
in Washington tending to the passage of the 
St. Louis bill. A report showing receipts 
and expenditures was read, and it was de- 
cided to make a further assessment to push 
the measure. This will be done at once. 
General Henderson, of Chicago, has finished 
his services, and only local representatives 
from among the millers will hereafter be 
kept in Washington. A committee was ap- 
pointed by Chairman Alexander Smith, 
consisting of E. ©. Stanard, W. C. Ellis 
and F. E. Kauffman, and they were in- 
structed to secure the coéperation of the rail- 
roads in the interest of the bill. Matters in 
Washington were reported to be progressing 
satisfactorily. 


CORN MILLERS’ POSITION DEFINED. 
R. E. Pratt, of the Decatur Cereal Mill 
Co., Decatur, Illl., was in St. Louis early 


this week, en route to Chicago, his head- 
quarters. Mr. Pratt has been spending a 
short vacation in Hot Springs, Ark. While 
here he spoke freely as to his position on 
the corn-mixing bill. He was met on 
‘change by F. E. Kauffman, J. F. Imbs and 
Louis Fusz, and had no hesitancy in de- 
claring, that providing a nominal tax is 
provided in the St. Louis bill, he would not 
offer any objection to the measure, and, in 
so far as he could speak, he believed the 
corn millers would be satisfied and offer no 
opposition in Washington. ‘‘I am opposed 
to class legislation. and, therefore, I am 


opposed to the St. Louis bill in the ab- 
stract,’’ said Mr. Pratt, ‘‘but I am also 
strongly in favor of honest branding fof 





goods, and placing corn milling on an hon- 
orable basis. I believe corn milling isa 
growing industry, and it needs no doubtful 
measures to aid it, with the hold it now 
has on the markets. It offers an i 
ment to the poor man, as a good and 
cheaper article of food than wheat flour, and 
this is sufficient to make it sell. Our com- 
mittee appointed at the Chicago meeting 
is now at work arranging for an exhibition 
at the Paris exposition. ’’ 

Mr. Pratt, as the representative of one of 
the leading corn milling plants of the coun- 
try,is ina_ fair position to speak for the 
industry. It is believed here, by the mill- 
ers, that there will no opposition in 
Washington from the corn millers.

Merchants’ Exchange, prepared by Secretary 
George H. Morgan, was issued this week, 
giving the official figures on the flour out- 
put of the mills during 1897, in comparison 
with 1896, as follows:

The output in 1895 was 1,740,026 bbls. The’ E. 
O. Stanard Milling Co. did not operate its mill 
in 1896 and 1897, 

The secretary in his report of flour trade 
conditions, says: 

‘*The flour business for the past year was 
unsatisfactory in that the amount manufact- 
ured, as well as the receipts, show a con- 
siderable falling off, ascompared with for- 
mer years. This was the result of a combi- 
nation of circumstances which it is not ex- 
pected will prevail hereafter. The milling 
business was restricted, principally because 
of two years’ failure of local wheat crops, 
forcing relatively higher cost of wheat here 
than prevailed in more favored milling 
sections, with which St. Louis could not 
therefore compete. During the first half 
of the year wheat had to be brought from 
points eastward on about a dollar basis and 
milled against prospectively good western 
crops, the receipt of which in July put 
prices down to 68c, conditions readily fore- 
seen by the millers, which caused them to 
close the spring season earlier than usual to 
avoid carrying high cost flour to certain 
lower markets. Then presently the Euro- 
pean crop shortage developed a sharp export 
demand, preferably for the exceedingly fine 
soft winter wheat tributary to this market, 
causing a rapid advance with which flour 
prices could not keep pace—carrying and 
maintaining cash wheat to a premiuin over 
futures. The opening of new rail routes to 
gulf ports and the entrance thereto of large 
steamer capacity, naturally diverted wheat 
and helped to maintain prices here above 
milling basis, as against the good crops of 
principal winter wheat states east of us. 
where prices of wheat were based on the New 
York value,usually no higher than St. Louis, 
enabling our competitors, so favored, to 
practically shut St. Louis out of New Eng- 
land and from the export trade on winter 
wheat flours, while the northwest, with 
abundant crops of spring wheat compara- 
tively cheap, supplied the wholesale trade of 
the world. 

‘*The usual large trede with the south 
was curtailed for several of the spring 
months by the unprecedented floods, and 
for about the same period in the late sum- 
mer and fall by general local quarantine 
during the prevalence of yellow fever. 
Since then the very low price of cotton, to- 
gether with high prices of wheat and flour, 
has influenced that great trade to use large- 
ly of mixtures of corn flour and corn starch 
with wheat flour, which St. Louis millers 
refuse to furnish; consequently very little 
trade can now be done with the south from 
here. The millers hope for congressional 
legislation to compel millers to mark pack- 
ages, when all sections will be on the same 
footing in the trade. Meantime against 
adverse conditions, briefly referred to, St. 
Louis holds fair trade wherever excellent 
quality is more considered than mere 
cheapness, and with good local crops, can 
easily regain the business diverted in 1897.*’ 

Notwithstanding these adverse conditions 
the city mills manufactured 1,080,916 bbls, 
and dealers received 1,329,050. The total 
shipments were 1,618,683, of which 406,569 
were exported, 37,790 going to Cuba, 6,195 
to Central and South America, 2,380 to 
Canada and Newfoundland, and the balance 
to Europe. Prices opened up in January 
at $4.150 4.25, closing in July at $38.75@3.85, 
when grades were abolished. Straight 
ranged from $3.60@3.75 in the latter part of 
July, to $4.50@$4.65 in October and Novem- 
ber. closing $4.25@4.40. 

The output of flour manufactured by the 
St. Louis and East St. Louis mills, as shown 
by the report of Secretary Morgan, for the 
year 1897, 1,080,916 bbls, was the smallest 
since 1869. This figure is but slightly in ex- 
cess of the amount manufactured shown in 
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the record of years back to 1858. The largest 
output by the mills was in 1879, amounting 
to 2,142,949 bbls. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

Proctor Taylor, pf the Taylor Bros. Mill- 
ing Co., bog Ill., was in St. Louis, 
Monday. r. Taylor believes that Illinois 
and Missouri have a very g p for 
a wheat crop, and he does not put much 
credence in the early Ohio crop report which 
showed such a poor condition. general 
pros} eonsiders good, and thinks 
milling conditions will be much better after 
harvest. ing the condition of the 
flour trade brought about by the mixing of 
corn flour and glucose starch, Mr. Taylor 
said: ‘‘It is almost impossible to compete 
in the southern markets with pure flour, and 
the few that are willing to pay the prices on 
the pure wheat flour do not take enough to 
make up a good trade. I believe there is 
no doubt but that 1 per cent of corn 
mixture can be detec’ by use of a 
strong microscope. I was shown by a pro- 
fessional microscopist the difference between 
the corn and wheat starch globules, and am 
convinced that a powerful glass is all that is 
needed to detect corn starch.’’ 

Philip H. Eisenmayer, of the Southern 
Illinois Milling Co., Murphysboro, Ill., was 
in St. Louis, Tuesday. Mr. Eisenmayer 

shad just returned from Washington, where 
he was a delegate, appointed by Governor 
Tanner, in attendance at the Pure Food 
Congress. He was the only miller delegate 
in attendance, and took especial pains to ex- 
amine the provisions of the pure food bill, 
which Pameck a upon flour. e provisions 
of this bill,’’ said Mr. Eisenmayer, ‘‘were 
entirely satisfactory to me, being ample in 
every detail to cover the mixing evil which 
has proved so ruinous to the pure flour trade 
in southern territory. I am of the impres- 
sion that if this bill is passed it will give 
every miller all he wants—a chance at hon 
est competition. I did not find time to in- 
vestigate the progress made by those further- 
ing the St. Louis bill, but I know that Sen- 
ators Mason and Cullom, with whom | 
talked, and the majority of the Illinois rep- 
resentatives, are in favor of this bill. I be- 
lieve the Anti-Adulteration League to be an 
excellent organization, and I find that our 
announcement ca sent out are having 
good effect with our trade.’’

T. J. Barry, of the Barry-Wehmiller Ma- 
chinery Co., while in Chicago recently, met 
with an accident that may permanently in 
jure his eye. The sharp corner of a piece 
of cardboard struck the pupil of his left eye 
and caused a slight rupture. Mr. Barry was 
confined to a dark room for several days, 
and since his return to St. Louis he has been 
in regular attendance upon the services of 
an oculist. 

G. H. Christian, of the Consolidated Mill- 
ing Co., Minneapolis, Minn., accompanied 
by his wife, was in St. Louis, Wednesday. 
He will spend a short vacation at Hot 
Springs, Ark. 

Secretary G. W. T. Seifert, of the Frater- 
nity of Operative Millers, is making an en- 
deavor to bring forth a good attendance to 
the regular meeting, which will be held in 
St. Louis in June. All operative millers are 
invited to be present. 

W. O. Everett, of the Aug. Wolf Co., was 
in St. Louis Saturday. He will make a 
short western trip before returning to his 
headquarters in Indianapolis. 

The Union Milling Co., Cape Girardean, 
Mo. writes: ‘‘No improvement in the flour 
line with us since our last communication. 
Orders are still few, and the price tending 
lower. The corn opposition seems to be 
growing larger. and as we are not mixing 
anything of this kind we are virtually doing 
nothing. We are pleased to state that our 
crops are much improved, and all indica- 
tions are favorable for a good average crop. 
While the wheat is not any great Tietince 
out of the ground, it seems to be well rooted 
and in a very healthy state. It has not been 
frozen out as badly as expected; in fact, we 
think the prospect for our crop this year 
more favorable than last, as usually wheat 
which is not above the ground very much, 
but well rooted and spread, makes a_ better 
quality of wheat, and more than when it 
is advanced at this season of the year. In 
reference to how close the mills are located 
near us that might be mixing, will say that 
we would not like to give our opinion, but 
some of our neighbors not many miles away 
have made some awful low prices, in fact, 
much too low for straight goods. if they are 
paying market price for wheat, which we 
think they all have to do. We hope some- 
thing will be done soon to enable us to know 
on what basis milling can be done in the 
future, whether honest or dishonest.’ 

The Charles Tiedemann Milling Co., O’Fal- 
lon, Ill., writes: ‘‘Thus far the growing 
wheat looks well. The plant is small but 
healthy. It suffered some by dry winds, but 
a gentle rain has set in and today the fields 
are decked with the brightest green. There 
was cause for apprehension: Most of the 
sowing was done extremely late and the 
quickening of the germ was retarded beyond 
the limit of the season. Still, favorable 
conditions have allayed all fear. The plant 
escaped the ravages of the fly, as it did not 
appear above the ground till that most per- 
nicious enemy of the wheat grower had dis- 
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appeared; and a mild and congenial winter 
has preserved and fostered the wheat plant, 
till now it looks well prepared to warrant a 
full crop. We sincerely hope, that after 
three short harvests we will be blessed with 
a bountiful one, so that we can once more 
speed up the mills and run to their full ca- 
pacity. A full crop will be the most 
effective remedy to stop the corn mix- 
ing, Which nefarious practice threatens 
to drive pure winter wheat flour en- 
tirely out of some of the principal home 
markets, rendering competition impossible. 
We find the demand for flour good, but our 
straight grades not salable at a profit, not 
because they are not liked or wanted, but 
because corn-adulterations are much cheaper 
and are forced upon an unsuspecting public 
as substitutes. Fair and remunerative prices 
are only obtainable by us for our high-grade 
putent. There is always a fancy trade, will- 
ing to pay an extra price for a fancy article. 
and among that trade we count some of our 
best friends and customers. Let us forget 
ihe perplexities of the past and look hope- 
fully to the bright prospects dawning in the 


future. ’’

Every miller in this 
section with whom I 
have talked expresses 
himself as being heart- 
ily in favor of the ef- 
forts and purposes of 
the Anti-Adulteration 
League. They favor 
the passage by congress 
of such measures as 
will put an_ effective 
stop to the adulteration of flour, or at least 
with the sale of the adulterated article as 
pure wheat flour. There is no disputing the 
fact that adulteration has seriously handi- 
capped the milling interests of the south, 
and the makers of pure flour are anxious to 
have some restrictions thrown around the 
adulterators, which will at least confine their 
operations to the field of adulteration. The 
eflect of their work has been more seriously 
felt by Nashville millers, within two weeks, 
than heretofore, and one miller said to me 
today that he must either go into the adul- 
teration business or close down his mill 
that he had absolutely been unable to sell 
flour ata profitable price within the week. 

¥ * 

Col. John Emory, state commissiouer of 
agriculture, has returned from Washington. 
where he went as a delegate from Tennessee 
to the Pure Food Congress. He said today 
that flour adulteration was fully discussed 
during the congress, especially by the chem- 
ist of the agricultural department of the 
government. The chemist reported that out 
of 100 samples he had analyzed, he found 
75 adulterated. Mr. Emory said he was sat- 
istied that adulterations were not confined 
to corn starch and other cereal substances, 
but that some adulterators were actually 
using clay. Of course, the clay adultera- 
tions are injurious to health, and the com- 
inissioner thought the penalty could not 
well be made too severe for this class of 
adulterators. He did not think, however, 
that the corn starch adulterations were det- 
ritental to health, but it was a fraud to 
sell adulterated goods under a pure flour 
brand, and to do so was a fraud that should 
not be countenanced. 

My idea is.’’ said the commissioner, 
“that a law should be passed to cover the 
adulteration of flour as well as any other 
adulteration. For instance, I think the law 
should require all flour to be branded, giv- 
ing the percentage of adulteration, and then 
ifs fellow wants to eat clay he can do so 
th his eyes open. It is not only a com- 
rcial fraud, but a moral wrong, to force 
i tian to eat clay, when he thinks he is eat- 
inv flour. Mud pies may be good things for 
th children, but 1 do not approve of them 
ng served as a substitute for biscuits. I 
lervned, while at the convention, that a cer- 
tain 400-bbl mill, which used adulterants, 
sived an average of $250 per day in the cost 
of wheat. This saving, of course, is taken 
ow of the pocket of the consumer, and when 
it }s done without his knowledge, it narrows 
itsolf down to robbery pure and simple. 

We have in this state a pure food law. 
but there is no appropriation to secure its 
ei lorcement, except the fees attached, and 
these are not sufficient to make the law 
elective. In order to make the law effect-

the condition of the wheat crop. He said 
it was not as far advanced as the crop of 
middle and west Tennessee, but it had the 
appearance of being healthy, and he thinks 
the yield will be up to the average.

Some reports have been received of a new 
kind of bug, which is doing the crop some 
damage in certain localities. I have not seen 
the bugs, but understand it is a smal), black 
insect, not at all like the chinch bug. The 
damage being done, however, is limited, 
and I do not think it will develop to large 
extent. 

The local wheat market is inactive and 
steady with receipts limited to actual needs 
of mills. In fact, there is very little offered. 
The total receipts this week will not exceed 
75,000 bus. Quotations on wagon lots are 
$1.02; $1.04 for carload lots. Millers do not 
look for decline, however, as stocks are 
small. 

The flour trade is with most of the mills 
very dull, but others, that seem to have the 
run, report southern business fair, with a 
very good local trade. The best sellers are 
straight and low-grade. Patent is slow, 
and mills are accumulating some. There is 
no export business, and some of the mills 
have found it necessary to reduce their out- 


put by running only on half time. Local 
quotations this week are as follows:

Flour continues to 
drag, notwithstandivg 
its comparative cheap- 
ness and the curtail- 
ment of production, 
and we have had, in 
consequence, another 
»0or week for business. 
here have been war 
rumors and crop dam- 
age reports, and the 
visible supply is small. yet none of these 
things seem to enthuse the trade, which is 
buying in the smallest possible way, and 
then only on its own terms. Jobbers are 
well stocked at low prices, consignments 
and nearby offerings are plentiful and cheap 
and collections are poor, due to bakers sell- 
ing bread at the price asked when flour was 
considerably lower. Adulteration may also 
be cutting a figure. Some mills, believing 
in a glorious hereafter, are content to do 
nothing rather than accept present prices 
for flour, while others are persistently fore- 
ing the issue and selling regardless of cost. 
apparently. So it goes, and it remains to be 
seen. which will win. As a rule, mill limits 
are much above the views of buyers, yet the 
trade seems to have no difficulty in supply- 
ing its meager wants on its own terms. 
Few mills can understand or appreciate this 
condition, in view of the position of wheat, 
but the fact remains that it is practically 
impossible to sell flour at profit on the cur- 
rent cost of raw material. Why this is so, I 
know not, unless it be due to consignments 
and a plethora of re-offerings.

Among the sales since my last report were 
spring patent, at $5.15 per bbl; spring 
clear, at $4.25; winter patent, at $4.85; win- 
ter straight, at $4.35@4.40, and winter clear, 
at $4.25. Occasionally something brought 
more as well as less, but the above figures 
show the average. Mills generally are 
quoting as follows: Spring patent, $5.15@ 
5.40 per bbl; spring straight, $5075.20; 
spring clear. $4.15@4.40; winter patent,

Wheat ruled weak and dull, closing today 
21¢¢ lower than the figures of last Saturday 
on ee Cash wheat is selling 1c un- 
der the New York May option, whereas our 
shippers, in anticipation of a good foreign 
demand, recently made the spread at even 
figures. The hedge has not paid, however, 
and the consequence is that most of our ex- 
porters are out of pocket and disgusted. 
Curb prices are steady at the decline. Re- 
ceipts have been small, clearances large, 
stocks showing a decrease of 284,738 bus. 
Cables, as a rule, have reflected American 
advices closely, bringing scattered orders 
for wheat which have amounted to but little, 
even in the aggregate. One exporting firin 
managed to work 75,000 bus for forward 
shipment, but this was an exception, and 
was magnified and heralded for bull pur- 
poses.

Freight engagements for the week were 
light, yet something was done, of course, 
in both berth room and steamers, chiefly 
the latter, however, and for coarse grain. 
One bark was also taken for corn, which is 
something unusual in these days of steam 
and quick transportation. Milling wheat is 
21¢@3ec lower, according to grade, than pre- 
vious quotations, with receipts running light 
of both southern and western but with mill- 
ers and shippers alike buying nothing ex- 
cept on their own terms. Speculation here 
on wheat is still bullish and long, notwith- 
standing the bearish government report as 
to reserves, and the possibility of war with 
Spain, it being the opinion that Leiter will 
yet win the day and carry values much 
higher. Crop damage reports are plentiful, 
but these will have little effect with prices 
on their present high level. Clearances from 
both coasts were large, indicating, with the 
winter and spring movement, another good 
decrease in the next visible. Receipts of 
wheat here for the week were only 164,929 
bus; clearances, 445,111; stock today, 1,126, - 
497,

There is still the 
charge that the west is 
doing the business in 
flour through reduced 
freight rates, and that 
the eastern miller must 
wait till these condi- 
tions cease before 
there is a chance for 
us. Secretary Forbes, 
of the merchants’ ex- 
change freight bureau, tells me freight 
rates are so demoralized that there is very 
little to be done but to take care of individ- 
ual shippers and pay next to no attention to 
the published rates. This is a state of 
things that one would suppose could not 
last any great length of time. It appears to 
be useless to reason on rational lines in 
transportation matters, so entirely at logger- 
heads are the various carrying interests. 
This would be accepted by shippers if there 
were any stability or uniformity about it, for 
no one is anxious to pay a _ high rate, but 
not to have any iden what a competitor is 
paying, except as derived from the fact that 
he is at one time underselling you, and at 
another time he is unable to compete with 
you. is to the last degree exasperating. 
Buffalo will run its mills gradually till rates 
settle down to something tangible. then 
will start up with vigor again. 

¥ ¥ 

There is a somewhat better demand for 
spring wheat this week, though it comes 
mainly from millers who have been run- 
ning the grown state wheat and are now 
getting out of it. City millers are thanking 
their stars that they are not obliged to buy 
their supplies to any extent at present prices, 
for there is where their only advantage lies. 
Winter wheat is quiet, and there is less 
call for corn and oats than was reported last 
week. It is getting close to the opening 
time of the lakes, when prices are expected 
to weaken. This will also account for the 
increased dullness in feed, though that is 
still fairly active. The city flour market is 
good, with no special features. Quotations 
willremain as formerly until a decided 
change is made in the wheat market. as 
folllows :

It appears that the Sturges elevator people 
have not settled on their plans for a new 
structure, and it is reported unofficially that 
the 4c rate made by the Kellogg, is likely 
to have had a deterring influence on the 
undertaking, for it is still in the air that 
elevator profits are to be small this year at 
the best. The members of the old pool are 
maintaining a very innocent attitude, none 
of them venturing to know or even guess 
what will be done. 

There is some preparation for flour ship- 
ments by lake. The North Dakota Millers’ 
Association is getting some at Duluth ready 
for the boats, with the idea that the season 
will open very early. There is nothing to 
prevent sailing here, though Lake Superior 
is of course still closed. 

The Northern Grain Co., of Chicago, has 
withdrawn its agency here on account of the 
need of Manager Fitch at the home office. 

G. H. Wolcott and R. H. Sumner are well 
settled in Boston as representatives of west- 
ern grain firms. They have been on ’change 
here a long time. 

The Central Transportation Co. will con- 
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inue its flour business here another season, 

as before, under the management of Mr. 
Wilson. The venture appears to have been 
satisfactory so far. 

The Kellogg & McDougall elevator, gener- 
ally known as the ** Flaxseed,’’ is not to do 
wuch, if any, elevating hereafter. The 
National company, which owns it, is in- 
creasing its oil presses and so cutting down 
the elevating and storing capacity that the 
elevation of the flaxseed will be done quite 
generally by the Marine elevator, which ad- 
joins it. Buffalo is quite an oil-producing 
center, having three mills with’ about 40- 
press capacity altogether. 

The Great Northern elevator, having 
shown Buffalo that it is possible to carry 
grain here in winter, has now shipped its 
store out in great part, so that the aggregate 
amount of corn in the port is now rather 
small, though considerably more than the 
amount of a year ago. It is to be hoped 
that the Great Northern interest will in good 
time secure a low winter rate on grain east; 
then this will be a storage port as well as a 
passing point. 

The railroads have at last granted a rate 
of 5c per bu on wheat to New York, though 
it has come rather late to do much business 
on. What is wanted is a low rate assured in 
the fall, so that grain can remain here with 
a certainty of free movement at a rate which 
shipments from the west cannot outdo.

It is thought, however. that the present de- 
cline in flour will prove an inducement to 
foreign buyers, and millers are inclined to 
look forward to the coming week with a 
little nore hopeful feeling. Mills are gener- 
ally running about half capacity. Prices 
have declined in all grades about 10c.

Receipts of wheat for the week were 26%, 
1*) bus, against 579,150 last week, and 515, - 
100 two weeks ago. The amount in store in 
Kansas City elevators was 986,300 bus, an 
increase of 29,100. The most prominent 
feature of the week’s market was the extreme 
lightness of receipts. There was a good de- 
mand for offerings. and prices held generally 
steady throughout the week. Much of the 
demand came from buyers who were in the 
inarket for good milling wheat for ship 
ment to northern mills. This trade is 
just now an important factor in the 
Kansas City market. City and Kansas 
mills did not buy much wheat, owing to the 
quiet flour market and the extreme uncer 
tainty of future conditions. The strong call 
froin shippers, however, together with the 
strong tone in Chicago futures, served to 
keep prices firm throughout the week, with 
out regard to the milling demand. The same 
conditions prevailed uniformly during the 
tirst half of the week, prices registering an 
advance of l@lige_ for the three days. 
Thursday’s prices were a shade weaker, the 
decline continuing throughout Friday and 
today. Holders yesterday refused to sell 
on the decline, though the demand was

The flour trade is 
trying to explain the 
dull market. Theories 
are diverse and unsat- 
, isfactory. Selling di- 

by mills to the 
trade is classed as one 
cause. Lack of funds 
on the part of the small 
buyers, owing to the 
fact that bakers have 
not been able to advance the price of bread 
commensurate with the advance in flour, is 
another explanation, while a third is that 
purchases were made last fall in anticipa- 
tion of higher prices, and that considerable 
stocks are here, together with the belief 
that, with the oan of navigation, the 
market will weaken. It is possible that all 
the theories have some part in the situa- 
tion. But ‘‘it is a condition, not a theory,*’ 
which confronts the trade, and large houses 
are dropping from the sale of lines to the 
sale of truck loads. The methods seem to 
be, toan extent, changing. It appears to 
be a fact that the buying capacity of the ex- 
change floor bas been reduced, not from the 
lack of capital, but from the lack of a dis- 
tribution of business in another way. Sell- 
ing direct is the natural meth of the 
mills, and it is intimated that some of them 
are establishing depots around the city 
where truckloads can be distributed, run- 
ning this business through an agent. The 
disposition to cut out the middleman is 
growing, and this has forced the middleman 
to swing from the position of a commis- 
sion merchant to that of an actual dealer. 
Many of the houses have practically ceased 
asking for consignments. They are willing 
to buy the flour if they see opportunities 
for using it, and ask the mills to uamea 
net price, New York, at which they can do 
business. Others get a net figure every 
morning, and working on this sell what 
they can for that day’s business. There is 
one think which the mills cannot do, and 
that is make the mixtures for the bakers. 
This requires different grades and kinds of 
flour, so that in this line the trade has full 
control. 





* * 


The volume of business in flour during 
the week has been very small, and while 
prices were nominally steady there was 
really no sales to test the actual condition 
of the trade. At the close of the week there 
was some easing in price, owing to the 
break in wheat. The actual change was 
more in a further retirement of buyers 
than in actual concessions by the sellers. 
The top price has been practically $5.40, 
with sales peddling out all the way to $5.10 
for spring patent. In bakers, the market 
is neglected at $4.25@4.45, although some 
choice lots were held at $4.55. 

Winter flour is moving slowly. Some of 
the fancy winter patent is quoted as high 
as $5.25, but it is in a small way, with very 
little doing above $5. Straight is slow, 
ranging all the way from $4.65 for choice 
western, down to $4.25 for soft straight, and 
there has been some pressure of soft flour 
on the market during the week. There is 
absolutely no export inquiry, either for 
spring or winter. Quotations for flour fol- 
low:

From the side of wheat it is a great relief 
to turn to corn, where there is an immense 
export trade doing. The market is strong 
on actual demand, with offerings readily 
taken for shipment. The buying this week 
has been unusually good, and has included 
a good deal of summer loading from north- 
ern ports. The demand for summer ship- 
ments from gulf ports is rather slow, buyers 
here fearing a repetition of the reclama 
tions made last summer, when as high 
as 50 per cent was made on some ship 
ments. Two or three of the prominent 
southwestern sellers of corn have been here 
this week, trying to urge the trade to buy 
gulf shipments, a they have not apparent 
ly succeeded.

made to reduce the 
cost of wheat flour by lowering its quality. 
I have spent too many years and expended 
too much labor to secure for the farmers of 
Michigan the best quality of wheat, and 
for our people pure food free from adulter 
tion, to allow such effort to pass without 
extending an emphatic protest. I protest 
against the proposed adulteration of winte! 
flour by mixing with it the refuse starch of 
the glucose factories. I object because it 
is not only an adulteration but a degrada 
tion of the typical food of Americans—« 
food which, with the addition of abund 
ance of meat, has largely contributed to 
make the brainy and stalwart race which 
the nations have learned to respect, honor, 
or fear, according to circumstances. Wheu't 
bread is the food of the brainworkers. while 
starchy products are the food of the hand 
worker, like the rice-eating races of south 
ern Asia. Compare the strong, energetic. 
pushing American, nourished by bread and 
beef, with the miserable inhabitants of 
southern Italy. living on cornmeal pudding 

( polenta ) and boiled chestnuts, culminating 
in that loathsome skin disease, pellagra. 

‘*Bread is the staff of life, combining the 
nitrogenous materials to nourish brain and 
brawn, with the phosphates of lime an¢ 
magnesia to form the bony fabric, an« 
enough of the starchy element to round out 
the ideal food of our people. Let us not 
weaken or degrade this priceless gift of God 
by incorporating with it a material desti 
tute of nitrogen or phosphates—a by-prod 
uct of the glucose factories. Let us not 
change the staff of life into a crutch to sup 
port weaken and diseased bodies and enfee 
bled brains. Let us have and keep one food 
material above suspicion. ’’

Dr. Victor C. Vaughan, dean of the college 
of medicine and surgery, University of 
Michigan, says: ‘‘I can state most emphat- 
ically that the mixture of corn starch with 
wheat flour should be considered a most 
reprehensible adulteration. Owing to the 
absenee of gluten in the starch good bread 
could not be made from such a mixture. 
Kread made from this material would soon 
dry out and become hard and unpalatable. 
Moreover, the excess of starch in the food 
would be likely to lead in many instances to 
fermentation in the stomach. This fermen- 
tution would be accompanied by the forma- 
tion of acids and gases, and serious impair- 
ment of digestion might result. There can 
be no two opinions about it; such an adul- 
‘eration should not be tolerated. ’’ 


The voluine of business from outside the 
state is very moderate. Fancy prices are 
obtained for bran and middlings, a few or- 
ders being received at $19, in sacks, Boston 
rate, but there is no improvement in the 
flour trade. Established brands of patent 
are in fair demand for immediate shipment, 
at good figures.

The market at the close is about 10c 
ower than a week ago, with buyers indiffer- 
ent and holding off for further reduction in 
values. It is difficult to get over $5.25 for 
choice spring patent, but the mills are gen- 
erally asking $5.30@5.35, and, in a few 
cases, $5.40 for best stencils. Sales of good 
brands, chiefly at second hand, have been 
reported at $5.15@5.20. Straight is quoted 
at $4.90@ 5.10, and clear at $4.25@4.50, with 
searcely any demand. The bulk of transac- 
tions in winter flour has been in Pennsylva- 
nia straight, which has sold at $4.40@ 4.60, 
as to brand. Other descriptions are very 
dull, with values nominal. 

The city mills report a very slow trade, 
and they have reduced prices 5€010c per bbl. 
Receipts during the week have been 14,543 
bbls and 127,394 sacks, making a total since 
March 1 of 22,269 bbls and 204,503 sacks, 
against 24,209 bbls and 97,592 sacks for the 
same time last year.

Rye flour rules firm under light offerings, 
but the demand is inoderate. Sales of 
choice Pennsylvania were chiefly at $2.90, 
but at the close some of the mills are un- 
willing to sell for less than $3. Trade in 
buckwheat flour has been quiet, but prices 
have ruled steady, with moderate offerings. 
Quotations are $1.30@1.50 per 100 lbs for 
new, as to quality. 

The market for millstuffs has been irreg- 
ular. For strictly choice winter bran, the 
demand has been equal to the offerings, and 
values of this description have been well 
maintained, but samples of offerings from 
some sections of the west show inferior 
quality, and this class of stock is hard to 
move except at low rates.

The receipts of wheat 
this week at Minneapo- 
lis, Duluth, Kansas 
City, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Detroit, To- 
ledo, St. Louis and 
Peoria were 2,918,000 
bus; previous week, 
2,683,000; in 1897, 
1,692,000; increase in 
1898 over 1897, 1,226,- 
000. The exports of wheat and flour from 
both our coasts and Canada, in the week 
ending Thursday, equal 4,485,000 bus; pre- 
vious week, 3,252,000; in 1897, 1,599,000. 
Increase in 1898 over 1897, 2,986,000. 

The adverse elements at hoime are the 
continued large receipts, of which an undue 
proportion are attracted to the Chicago 
market. Of these receipts, more than usual 
grade contract, and this is supplemented 
with the manufacture of the contract grade 
by the private elevaturs, which is turned in- 
to the regular elevators for May delivery. 
Of course, as I have previously stated, it is 
now a question of March weather. The first 
half of the month has been favorable. and 
complaints are fewer than usual at this sea- 
son. If the crop escapes damage, Mr. Leit- 
er will be called upon before June 1 to re- 
ceive a large portion of the farmers’ reserve, 
for it will be sure to come to a market. 
What that surplus may be is indicated by 
the government report of 121,000,000 bus in 
the hands of the farmers, March 1. Some 
commercial authorities estimate this quan- 
tity much higher. Add to it Bradstreets’ 
report of the visible supply March 1, of 46,- 
500,000 bus, and we have a total of 167,000, - 
000. The theoretical consumption in this 
country in the four months to July 1 is 1065, - 
000,000, the spring wheat seeding 15,000,000. 
making 120,000,000. At present prices and 
a fair promise of the coming crop, the 
farmers’ bins will be swept out, and Mr. 
Leiter may count upon receiving his full 
share. A number of dealers believe in a 
farmers’ stock of 20,000,000 bus in excess of 
the government's estimate. 

Abroad the dealers have apparently settled 
down into stubborn apathy. While the 
stocks are light, they are not solicitous, and 
are relying upon accessions from our Pa- 
cific coast, Argentina, India and Russia. 
From Russia, supplies continue large. From 
Aug. 1 to Feb. 15, the exports thence 
equaled 67,671,360 bus, compared with 59, - 
343,440 in 1896-7. 

A late English authority says: ‘‘English 
buyers now feel that they have passed the 
critical period ; they know that for some time 
to come the quantity afloat insures a suffi- 
ciency of supply, both for the United King- 
dom and the continent, although there will 
probably be no room for any important re- 
construction of stocks, the unusual lowness 
of which will, for some considerable time, 
be sufficient to prevent any serious or rapid 
decline ; but given a continuance of the pres- 
ent favorable outlook for the European 
crops as a whole, and apart from politics, 
itis highly probable that buyers will be 
slow to Teese to the tune now being whistled 
by Mr. Leiter, of Chicago, and in face of 
the large supplies to be expected from India 
(where chartering for June and July ship- 
ments has been quite active), and probably 
from Argentina, in the months which sepa- 
rate us from the new crop, will pursue that 
hand-to-mouth policy, which would be en- 
tirely inimical to the hopes of those who 
look for still higher prices.’’ This seems to 
me a fair summary of the situation. This 
letter seems to me a little bearish in tone, 
and at present prices that about reflects my 
sentiments. the Chicago prices are about 
14c above my early and late estimate of the 
average on the crop. 

Mr. Cutter, of the National Milling Co., 
reports a full run this week with their mill, 
and a little brighter outlook in the flour 
market, based on the easier wheat prices. 
Their sales this week have been quite light 
both for domestic and foreign demand, and 
the prices as close to the hide as of late. If 
Mr. Leiter could only sell out his wheat and 
take himself out of the deal, there certainly 
would be a chance for the miller. Farm- 
ers’ sales of wheat have rather diminished 
this week, as roads are in bad shape for 
moving about in the interior. Millfeed is 
steady, with fair demand. 
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Mr. Taylor, of the Northwestern Millin 
Oo., says: ‘‘The decline in the price o 
wheat has enabled us to do some business, 
but barely enough to cover our production 
for the week. Unless the situation changes 
soon we shall close down our mill and let 
current purchases of wheat go on the 
market. If-every miller in the country 
would close down his mill and let the Chi- 
cago bull party have all the country offer- 
ings for atime, we think Chicago prices 
would soon assume their normal level. ’’ 

The weather has been spring-like all the 
week, and favorable for the growing wheat. 
Country roads are soft, and yet farmers’ de- 
liveries and warehouse purchases of wheat 
have been comparatively large. Millfeed is 
steady at last week’s prices. 

The other mills in Toledo have made an 
outturn of 2,200 bbls, and the aggregate for 
Toledo this week equals 20,700 bbls.

Business with Fulton 
millers has been quite 
satisfactory this month 
and a gi booking of 
orders is recorded, 
though prices for flour 
have hardly advanced 
in proportion with 
wheat. The poor con- 
dition of the roads 
causes light receipts of 
grain from the farmers, and, indeed, very 
little wheat now remains in farmers’ hands. 
Oats are also nearly marketed. 

The troublesome question of water rights 
on the Oswego river has been the cause of 
numerous meetings of millers and other 
manufacturers, and has resulted in the adop- 
tion of a scheme which promises to benefit 
the mills during the period of low water. 
The pulp mill of the Fulton Paper Co. 
is one of the largest consumers of water on 
the stream, and the proposed plan to be 
adopted this summer will close this mill 
for a period of two months, the surplus 
water thus going to the other manufacturers. 
all of whom contribute to the pulp com- 
pany to secure it against loss for closing 
down. If successful, this promises to be a 
happy solution of the question which has 
caused so much threatened litigation. 

W. G. Gage & Co. report good trade and 
liberal sales. Their mill has been running 
steadily, with no accumulation of flour re- 
sulting. Feed is very scarce, the mills be- 
ing unable to fill orders. Only limited sales 
are being made to New England jobbers. 
though this firm has sold a few cars for 
eastern points this week, but so much sprout- 
ed wheat flour from country mills is on the 
New England market, that values on winter 
flour are depressed. Good business is re- 
sulting from the trade which keeps the mill’s 
brands for retail, however. 

Gardner, Seymour & Co.’s mill is run- 
ning; also Gilbert & Nichols’ and True 
Bros.’ With te two latter, buckwheat busi- 
ness has received a stimulus through higher 
New York quotations and the fact that 
many smaller mills are now out of the mar- 
ket, having exhausted their stocks of buck- 
wheat grain, but the warm weather prevents 
any large sales being made. 

W. H. Smith, for a number of years, con-

Government Crop Report. 








The consolidated returns of the different 
crop-reporting agencies of the department 
of agriculture made up to March 1, show 
the wheat reserves in farmers’ hands on 
that date to have been the equivalent of 22.9 
per cent of last year’s crop, or about 121,- 
000,000 bus. This is 33,000,000 in excess of 
the farmers’ report one year ago, but the re- 
sult of the special wheat investigation made 
by the department last fall would indicate 
that the crop of 1896 was larger than the de- 
partment had reason to believe at the time. 
The proportion of crop of 1897 shipped be- 
yond county lines is 50.7 per cent. 

The corn in farmers’ hands as estimated, 
aggregates 783,000,000 bus, or 41.1 per cent 
of last year’s crop, as against 1,164,000 bus, 
or 51 per cent, on hand March 1, 1897, and 
1,072,000,000 bus, or 49.8 per cent, March 1, 

nO. 

The proportion of the total crop shipped 
out of county where grown, is estimated at 
21.6 per cent, or about 412,000,000 bus. The 
proportion of the total crop merchantable is 
estimated at 86.8 per cent. 

Of oats, there are reported to be about 
272,000,000 bus, or 38.9 per cent, still in 
farmers’ hands, as compared with 313,000, - 
000 bus, or 44.2 per cent March 1, 1897. 
The proportion of this crop shipped beyond 
county lines is estimated at 29.2 per cent.

There are no fresh 
features in the market 
to record this week,the 
chief points of last 
week's report applying 
equally well to the mar- 
ket this week. Prices, 
however, are not quite 
so good, and holders 
of flour seem inore in 





clined to sell at less 
money. There are also some resellers on 
the market, and the influence of these, 


joined to the continued heavy shipments 
from America, tend to depress the tone of 
the trade altogether. While the stuff con- 
tinues to pour in upon us as it is doing, 
there will be little or no fresh business pos- 
sible with the other side. Flour is weak 
and dull, in spite of the fact that it is rela- 
tively much cheaper than wheat, and prices 
from America are from 6@9d cheaper than 
the latter part of last week. Somewhat 
colder weather the last few days has caused 
some increase in consumption, but the 
trade is well supplied, and, until some of 
the recently-arrived fiour is worked off 
there is not much prospect of a large busi- 
ness being done. French flour is cheaper on 
the week, and there has been some business 
passing in the lower grades, but there is too 
much flour and too little confidence in 
prices here for more than a small trade to 
be passing. There has been a very fair 
quantity of Californian flour to hand this 
week,the color and general quality of which 
is exceedingly good, but it is not very strong. 
Imports of flour this week are 216,000 sacks, 
of which 66,000 are for this port. Good 
prices have again been obtained for wheat, 
and there has been a fair amount of busi- 
ness passing in this article. It is generally 
thought that millers here will be induced to 
buy American flour now on spot in fair 
quantities, in preference to paying the high 
prices for wheat now beingeasked, as, na- 
turally, they cannot compete with the flour 
they ake from high-priced wheat against 
the American flour offered by factors to bak- 
ers. There is very little wheat offering on 
spot now. The price of English wheat is 
rather in buyers’ favor. Imports of wheat 
have, this week, been 199,000 qrs. The re- 
cent frosts and keen winds have somewhat 
checked the growth of the young plant. 


LIVERPOOL. 


Kruger. Darsie & Co: ‘‘This day week 
we experienced the highest point of the mar- 
ket so far reached this year, and since there 
has been a steady decline, amounting to 
fully 3d per ctl, and even cable advices of 
higher prices in America, received this 
morning, could not arrest the downward 
movement in wheat. The flour trade has, 
under such circumstances, of course, been 
worse than ever. We benefited, in the first 
place, little or nothing during the advanc- 
ing period of the market, but, for all that. 
we have had to bear the entire brunt of the 
decline, reducing business to practically nil. 
‘The advance put on last week could, there- 
fore, not be maintained, and prices are fully 
6d per sack cheaper, while this reduction 
has not led to any increase whatever in busi 
ness. As, at the same time, American flour 
prices have advanced, we are now further 
apart than ever, and fresh business for ship* 
ment is at the moment quite out of the 
question. The Liverpool Corn Trade Asso- 
ciation published its usual monthly stock 
returns this morning. According to it, 
the unsold wheat stock in Liverpool amounts 
to about 100,000 qrs, which, in conjunction 
with the stock return on Feb. 1, and the ar- 
rivals during the intervening 24 days, works 
out at an average weekly outgoing cf only 
about 3,000 qrs, a very much smaller con 
sumption than had been generally reckoned 
upon, as, in consequence of the animated 
markets, and good demand for wheat, it 
was generally expected there would Save 
been a full average outgoing of %5,000 grs 
per week. Under these circumstances, the 
wheat stocks are, if one mmay so expresss 
oneself,disappoiutingly large, as the greater

‘*Markets, since last writ- 
ing you, have remained pretty much in the 
same undecided position. hings go, to 
some extent, against what might be expect- 
ed, as home iillers sell under official quota- 
tions in face of the high prices required for 
wheat. Soine people are puzzled as to where 
millers obtain their flour, if they do not 
lose money. others ascribe the selling at 
such low prices to poor demand for flour. 
Bread prices will be advanced about 5 per 
cent in a few days here. Wheat stocks are 
insignificant. he weather countinues, on 
the whole, favorable to the growing crop. 
Rye is lower, owing to the small Temond 
for same. Flour is dull, and the cause is 
the lack of demand. Bakers cannot buy lib- 
erally at present, because bread prices are 
too low, compared with the price of flour.”’

Van der Zee & Grippeling: ‘‘In conse- 
quence of the scarcity of wheat offers, our 
inland millers maintained their prices for 
flour this week, notwithstanding the dull 
American cables of the last five , Hay The 
American reports had, however, some in- 
fluence on our market, and caused mer- 
chants to give bids of 44 guilder under pres- 
ent quotations, while others have retired 
from the market until it is more settled. It 
is easy to understand that with this state of 
affairs very little business has been done 
this week.

A few more replies are given below to my 
inquiry as to whether the present price of 
Hungarian flour is prohibitive, rod if so, 
what is taking the place of it. 


HAMBURG. 


Carl August Herrmann: ‘‘The price of 
Hungarian flour has been reduced 4 marks 
per 100 kilos since November, nevertheless 
the price is still too high, and there is very 
little business doing in this article.’’ 

August Blumenthal: ‘‘We beg to say that 
the present price of Hungarian flour is pro- 
hibitive to the importation of that article 
into Germany, the price being 5@6 marks 
per 100 kilos higher than that of good Ger- 
inan qualities. Although importers would 
willingly pay 243 marks more per 100 kilos 
for Hungarian than for German flour, on 
account of the superiority of the quality of 
the former, the difference in the quality of 
the two is not sufficiently great to outweigh 
the existing difference in the price.*’ 


KIEL. 

Wilh. Fischbeck & Co: ‘‘Our province, 
Schleswig-Holstein, imports searcely any 
Hungarian flour, as bakers will not pay 


such high prices, and the larger part of the 
flour consumed in Kiel is home-made, which 
is made of inland wheat mixed, more or 


less, with American flour. *’

Brazilian Freight Rates for American 
Flour. 





In a communication dated Petropolis. 
Jan. 28, 1898, Minister Conger incloses a 
copy of a decree abolishing the freight dis- 
crimination against United States flour. 
The paragraphs relating to the subject are 
translated as follows: 


DECREE OF Nov. 16, 1897. 


The president of the Republic of the 
United States of Brazil: In view of that 
which the minister of industry, transporta- 
tion and public works has represented to 
him, and considering * * * _ that it is 
not expedient to maintain, with relation to 
freight charges, the existing distinction be- 
tween articles of native production and 
those imported, in order to avoid abuses 
which it is not easy to stop; excepting al- 
ways, those products of agriculture in the 
interior of the country which ought to en- 
joy certain advantages, * * decrees: 

The rates of tariff and charges on the 
Central Railway of Brazil below enumerated 
and signed by the minister of industry. 
transportation and public works are hereby 
approved. PRUDENTE Moraes. 

Alimentary goods of the first necessity, as 
wheat flour, rice, beans, meal, fresh vegeta- 
bles, bacon, edible roots, raw sugar, ordi- 
nary salt, up to 100 kilometers (62.41 miles).

from 101 to 300 kilometers (186.4 miles), 60 
reis per kilogram (.008¢ per 2.2048 Ibs);

Reduced Flour Rates. 


The reduction of 20@25c per 100 Ibs on 
flour from Winnipeg and common points 
to British Columbia points, will prove spe- 
cially welcome to Manitoba millers at the 
present time, says the Winnipeg Commer- 
cial. It is a well-known fact to those famil- 
iar with the grain trade (the agitators to 
the contrary notwithstanding) that wheat 
usually brings a considerably higher price, 
comparatively, in Manitoba, than in the 
agricultural districts of the Pacific coast 
states. Owing to the low prices prevailing 
for wheat in those states, the millers of Ore- 
gon and Washington have been able to sup- 
ply a large part of the flour trade of British 
Columbia and the Klondike. They have 
also the advantage of low water freights. 
Since the reduction in the duty on flour last 
June, Manitoba millers have had a very 
hard fight to maintain a hold in the British 
Columbia markets, and at times they have 
been compelled to sell flour at an actual 
loss. or else withdraw from the field. The 
present reduction in rates will help the mill- 
ers here to the extent of 20@25c¢ per bbl, 

The reduction in wheat freight rates from 
Manitoba eastward, of course, has the effect 
of advancing the price of wheat in Mani- 
toba, compared with wheat prices in the 
Pacific coast states, thus making it more 
difficult for our millers to compete with Pa- 
cific coast millers in British Columbia mar-

to the effect that soft wheat flour is selling 
a good deal lower than we are asking fo: 
our flour, and unless we can make lowe: 
prices that the trade will soon be using al! 
soft wheat flour. With soft wheat costing 
so much more than hard wheat, what con 
clusion is to be drawn from such a state 
ment. We only make hard wheat flour. 
Wheat in this market is bringing 80¢ pei 
bu for the best, and bran is worth $9 per 
ton, shorts $10. We are getting enough 
wheat from farmers to supply us.’’ 

Hoke Bros., Parsons: ‘‘There are no new 
developments in the condition of growing 
wheat in this locality. The stocks of wheat 
in farmers’ hands are low. We estimate 
there is about 20 per cent of last year’s wheat 
left. The milling business is rather quiet, 
owing to the dullness in the flour market." 

Barnard Machinery Co., Enterprise: ‘‘ We 
have just secured the contract to remode! 
the Jewell City mill to a complete plansifter 
equipment. A. Blankenship, formerly of 
Green & Blankenship, Osborne, Kan., is 
the owner.
